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Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  House  of  Industry,  to  the 
City  Council^  City  of  Boston,  March  31,  1832. 


The  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry  respect- 
fully present  to  the  City  Council,  the  Ninth  Annual 
Report,  exhibiting  a  statement  of  the  concerns  of  that 
Institution  for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  March, 
1832.  The  documents  relating  to  which,  are  arrang- 
ed in  the  following  order,  viz. 

1st.  The  Number  of  Subjects  admitted  during  the 
year,  and  the  disposal  of  them. 

2d.  A  Schedule  of  their  Employment. 

3d.  An  Inventory  of  the  Property  of  the  Institu- 
tion.

4th.  An  Account  Current  of  the  Financial  Trans- 
actions. 

5th.  The  Physician's  Report. 

The  Directors  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that 
the  general  conduct  of  the  subjects  has  been  orderly  ; 
that  usual  health  has  prevailed  ;  and  that  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Institution  has  continued. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Directors  observe  the  in- 
crease of  vicious  pauperism  ;  especially  among  for- 
eign vagrants.  To  check  this  growing  evil,  it  is  ne- 
cessary that  a  more  severe  discipline  should  be  estab- 
lished than  the  Directors  now  have  the  means  or 
authority  to  enforce.  This  class  are  admitted  from 
the  abodes  of  prostitution  and  intemperance,  only 
when  sick,  or  in  the  most  destitute  situation,  and  as 
soon  as  they  become  partially  restored  to  health  and 
cleanliness,  they  desert  from  the  Institution,  and 
again  seek  their  old  haunts  of  depravity  and  licen- 
tiousness. By  the  Physician's  Report  there  were 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  wards  72  cases  of  the 
syphilitic  disorder:  of  this  number  20  persons  only 
belonged  to  this  City.  The  Report  also  states  that 
of  66  cases  of  delirium  tremens  19  only  were  of  this 
City. 

As  the  subject  of  providing  a  new  building  for  the 
House  of  Reformation  is  now  before  the  City  Coun- 
cil the  Directors  would  respectfully  submit  to  their 
consideration,  the  expediency  of  providing  in  the 
same  building,  an  asylum  for  the  children  of  the 
House  of  Industry,  in  order  that  they  may  be  remov- 
ed from  the  contaminating  influence  of  vicious  exam- 


pie,  and  the  hearing  of  vulgar  and  profane  language  ; 
to  both  of  which  they  are  now  unavoidably  exposed. 
Experience  and  daily  observation  have  proved  that 
the  reformation  of  adults,  whose  habits  of  vice  are 
fixed,  is  almost  hopeless  ;  but  they  have  also  proved, 
that  the  young  if  early  taken  from  bad  parents,  and 
improper  associates,  will  readily  yield  to  the  influ- 
ence of  moral  instruction,  when  administered  with 
parental  care  and  kindness. 

The  Directors  perceive  the  intention  of  the  City 
Council  to  remove  the  House  of  Correction  to  South 
Boston,  and  they  express  a  hope  that  in  this  arrange- 
ment measures   will  be  adopted  for  the  removal   of 
the  vicious  and  refractory  inmates  of  the  House  of 
Industry  to  the  new  House  of  Correction,  thus  plac- 
ing them  in  a  condition  of  discipline  and  reformation, 
which    their  dissolute  habits  require   and    deserve  . 
and,  which  at  the   same  time,  render  the  House  <--. 
Industry  (such  as  it  always  should  be)  an  asjlu 
only  for  the  virtuous  and  unfortunate  poor. 
.  In   concluding    this    Report    the    Directors    hrv 
much  pleasure  in  expressing  their  approbation  of  \ 
faithful,  judicious  and  humane  discharge  of  the  vev) 
arduous  duties  which  have  devolved  on  the  Superin- 
tendant  and  others  connected  with  the  Institution^ 
particularly  during  the  recent  inclement  season.    •

Of  these  92  have  died  and  13  have  been  delivered 
of  healthy  children,  5  of  which  were  males  and  8 
females.

The  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry,  in  the 
performance  of  their  official  duty,  Respectfully  sul)- 
mit  to  the  City  Council,  the  present  Report,  con- 
taining 

(A)  The  number  of  persons  who  have  been  re- 
sident in  the  Institution  ; 

(B)  The  manner  in  which  they  have  been  em- 
ployed ; 

(C)  And  a  statement  of  Expenditures  and  Re- 
ceipts on  account  of  the  Institution  during  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

The  inmates  generally  have  been  of  the  same  class 
as  in  the  former  years,  until  within  a  iew  weeks, 
when  seventeen  of  the  most  troublesome  of  the  in- 
sane were  removed  to  Worcester.  The  absence  of 
this  unfortunate  class  is  a  great  relief  to  the  Institu- 
tion ;  their  want  of  personal  cleanliness,  contaminated 
the  atmosphere  of  the  building  they  occupied,  while 
their  noise  greatly  disturbed  the  sick  in  the  vicinity 
of  their  cells. 

From  a  statement  more  in  detail  than  that  given  in 
schedule  A.  it  appears,  that  by  taking  together  the 
number  of  days  each  person  has  been  in  the  House,' the 
aggregate  of  the  days  will  be  193,214,  The  whole 
expenditure  being,  as  stated  in  the  account,  ^23,606, 
the  cost  of  each  person  per  day  will  be  a  fraction  less 
than  12J  cents.  The  average  of  the  rates  allowed 
in  tlie  last  State  Account  was  8J  cents,  the  State 
Rates  having  been  reduced  20  per  cent,  since  May, 
1831.  This  reduction  however  has  been  favourable 
to  the  interest  of  the  City.

Partly  in  consequence  of  the  general  activity  of 
business  in  the  City,  the  value  of  the  inmates'  labour 
has  been  enhanced,  and  new  sources  of  application 
have  been  found  for  it.  Oakum  which  a  year  or  two 
since  sold  from  six  to  eight  cents,  has  during  the  last 
year  brought  10  cents,  and  is  now  selling  for  12J 
cents.  A  lot  of  wool  for  picking  has  been  recently 
engaged,  the  labour  on  which  will  probably  produce 
upwards  of  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

In  reference  to  expenditures,  the  Directors  can- 


not  but  remark,  that  the  result  has  been  much  more 
favourable,  than,  some  months  since,  could  reasona- 
bly have  been  expected.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year 
the  prices  of  provisions  and  fuel  were  greatly  advanc- 
ed, and  have  continued  high  throughout  the  year  ;  the 
painful  apprehension  of  Cholera  also,  it  was  expected 
would  create  a  burdensome  expenditure.  Yet  not- 
withstanding the  operation  of  these  causes  the  ag- 
gregate expenditure  is  somewhat  less  than  it  was  the 
preceding  year. 

With  the  expenditures,  as  exhibited  in  the  account, 
are  necessarily  blended,  monies  received  from  the 
labour  of  the  inmates  and  from  other  sources  within 
the  control  of  this  Board,  but  the  actual  payment  by 
the  City  on  account  of  the  House,  as  will  be  seen  by 
the  following  estimate,  was  -  -  ,^6,869  88

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And  the  amount  (10,297  36-100)  is  the  actual 
cost  of  the  House  of  Industry  to  the  City  for  the 
preceding  year. 


The  Directors  have  the  satisfaction  to  state  that 
the  cleanliness  and  internal  discipline  of  the  House, 
and  the  neat  thriving  appearance  of  the  farm  bear 
ample  testimony  of  the  competency  and  faithfulness 
of  the  Superintendent  and  those  connected  with  him 
in  discharging  the  arduous  duties  belonging  to  their 
stations. 

In  closing  these  remarks,  the  Directors  would 
respectfully  urge  on  the  Council,  the  necessity  of 
removing  the  Children  from  the  adult  paupers.  Ex- 
perience has  shewn  that  children  brought  up  and  in- 
dented from  Alms  Houses,  often  feel  toward  it  a 
filial  regard,  and  having  been  accustomed  to  see 
grown  persons  supported  there,  for  no  other  cause 
than  that  they  are  addicted  to  idleness  and  intemper- 
ance, again  resort  to  it  themselves  rather  than  en- 
counter the  common  difficulties  of  life.

ELEVENTH    ANNUAL    REPORT 
Of  the  Mouse  of  Industry^  »MprU,  1834. 


To  the  Hon.  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  : 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  estab- 
lishing the  House  of  Industry,  the  Directors  thereof 
respectfully  present  their  annual  statement  of  the 
Receips  and  Expenditures  on  account  of  the  Institu- 
tion, for  one  year,  ending  31st  March  1834. — Of 
the  number  of  paupers  therein  supported,  and  of  their 
condition  and  mode  of  employment.     They  also  an- 
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nex  a  report  of  the  Superintendent.  It  will  be  per- 
ceived that  the  number  of  inmates  is  smaller  than  at 
the  same  season,  in  past  years,  owing,  as  we  believe, 
not  to  a  decrease  of  the  number  of  applications,  but 
to  the  more  rigid  scrutiny  of  the  Directors,  in  grant- 
ing admissions  ;  and  the  small  number  of  the  Board 
has  enabled  the  Directors  to  have  a  more  perfect  un- 
derstanding, to  prevent  impositions. 

The  Board  would  remark  that  there  is  an  outstan- 
ding bill,  not  yet  presented,  to  their  knowledge,  for 
the  support  of  insane  persons,  in  the  Hospital,  at 
Worcester ;  in  their  opinion,  however,  the  City  is  li- 
able for  the  support  of  a  part  only,  of  the  persons  there 
confined,  during  the  past  year ;  the  residue  being 
state  paupers.  It  will  be  perceived  however  that  a 
late  law^,  of  the  last  Legislature,  expressly  author- 
ises the  Trustees  of  that  Institution  to  charge  the  real 
expense  of  keeping  these  unfortunate  persons,  (sup- 
posed to  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week  each,) 
to  the  Town  or  City  from  which  they  may  be  sent. 

Thus  if  twenty  individuals,  (which  is  supposed  to 
be  the  actual  numbers  sent  from  Boston  are  there 
confined  by  sentence  of  Court,  who  are  legally  State 
charges,  the  City  must  pay  for  them,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  each,  per  week.  That  is  the  City  must 
pay  for  that  number  of  State  Poor,  in  a  place  called 
a  State  Asylum,  the  sum  of  twenty  six  hundred 
dollars.  The  Directors  feel  it  their  duty  to  mention 
this  fact  as  it  must  throw  a  heavy  additional  charge 
on  the  City  for  the  coming  year ;  and  as  they  can- 
not see  why  justice  and  reason,  do  not  require  the 
State  to  pay  the   expense  of  supporting  the   State 
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Poor,  in  a  State  Asjlum,  situated  without  the  limits 
or  control  of  the  City,  or  any  of  its  officers ;  and  sent 
there  by  sentence  of  Court.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  smalt 
diminution  of  the  number  supported  in  the  establish- 
ment, coresponding  nearly  with  the  number  of  luna- 
tics removed  to  the  State  Hospital  at  Worcester. 

Of  the  628  present  inmates  233  may  be  consider- 
ed as  paupers  for  life,  on  account  of  old  age,  insan- 
ity, idiocy  or  disability  ;  namely,  120  men,  103  wo- 
men, and  10  children.  One  hundred  and  nine  men 
and  sixteen  women,  it  is  expected,  will  be  in  future, 
as  they^  have  been  in  time  past,  occasional  paupers. 
One  hundred  and  twenty  two  children  will  probably 
be  indented  as  they  arrive  at  a  suitable  age,  or  be  dis- 
charged to  their  parents  and  friends,  should  they  be- 
come able  to  assume  their  support. 

About  two  hundred  of  the  sancie  persons  are  now 
inmates,  that  were  in  the  House,  April  1st  1831 5 
when  I  undertook  the  superintendence.

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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  admittances  and  de- 
partures have  each  been,  on  an  average,  about  eigh- 
teen per  v^^eek. 

A  considerable  change  has  taken  place  in  the  com- 
parative numbers  of  native  and  foreign  poor,  within 
this  period.  The  former  have  diminished,  while  the 
latter  have  increased,  and  from  present  appearances 
are  likely  to  increase.  Of  the  1273  persons,  who 
were  inmates  for  longer  or  shorter  periods,  in  1833, 
there  were  of  American  origin  529

Within  the  last  three  months,  have  been  admitted, 
Bostonians  26,  other  Americans  44,  foreigners  140. 
Of  the  132  children  now  in  the  house,  only  twenty 
five  are  the  offspring  of  American  parents.  A  large 
portion  of  the  foreign  poor,  are  recent  emigrants. 
But  few,  comparitively,  arrive  in  Boston  by  water; 
they  come  by  land,  from  the  British  provinces,  and 
from  New  York.  If  they  where  not  paupers  "  at 
home"  they  soon  become  so  in  this  country.  They 
have  not  been  accustomed  to  intoxicating  liquors  in 
kind,  profusion  and  cheapness,  as  they  here  find  theni. 
Husbands  and  fathers  abandon  their  families,  or  are 
sent  to  the  House  of  Correction  as  common  drunk- 
ards, and  disturbers  of  the  peace,  and  their  wives  and 
children  are  thrown  on  the  public  for  support.  In 
many  instances  the  mother  is  sent  to  prison  for  the 
same  offences,  and  her  children  to  the  Alms  House 
Since  the  reduction  of  the  State  allowance  for  for- 
eign paupers  in  1831,  there  appears  to  be  a  greater 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  country  towns  to  receive 
3 
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them  than  formerly.  Some  towns  are  believed  to 
refuse  all  aid  to  this  class,  except  to  pay  for  their 
transportation  into  this  City.  Others  will  take  in 
able  bodied  men  to  repair  their  roads,  but  are  care- 
ful to  discharge  them  as  soon  as  they  become  infirm 
and  burdensome.  Instances  often  occur,  where  stran- 
gers suffering  from  severe  sickness  or  accidents,  have 
been  brought  from  a  considerable  distance  into  this 
City,  with  the  evident  design  to  save  the  town 
whera  they  fall  into  distress,  from  the  expense  of 
thefr  support. 

The  most  annoying  and  unworthy  class  that  are 
supported  in  this  Institution  are  occasional  paupers  : 
vagrant  men  and  women,  generally  between  twenty 
and  forty  years  of  age,  who  come  in  sick  or  disabled 
by  their  vicious  course  of  life,  covered  with  rags 
and  filth.  They  require  much  attention  and  nurs- 
ing for  a  few  days  or  weeks  till  they  recover  toler- 
able health,  and  are  provided  with  clothing.  Then 
they  claim  their  discharge.  If  this  be  not  immedi- 
ately granted,  it  is  their  practice  to  elope  and  steal 
property  belonging  to  the  House.  They  almost  in- 
varibly  return  to  their  excesses,  and  are  soon  in  such 
a  state  of  wretchedness,  that  humanity  claims  for 
them  a  re-admission.  During  the  last  year  about  350 
men  were  ocasional  inmates.  Their  average  age  was 
thirty  four  years,  and  they  remained  in  the  House,  on 
an  average,  six  weeks. 

It  is  no  part  of  my  present  duty  or  purpose  to  dis- 
cuss the  subject  of  pauperism  or  to  trace  out  its  caus- 
es, but  after  considerable  observation,  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  state  my  conviction,  that  besides  intemper- 
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ance  and  its  associated  vices,  injudicious  alms-giving 
tends  greatly  to  increase  poverty  and  the  public  bur- 
dens m  this  City.  No  doubt  can  be  entertained  that 
the  charities  of  individuals  and  associations  are  given 
with  the  best  motives,  and  in  many  cases  afford  great 
relief  to  the  impotent  and  worthy  poor  ;  but  while 
some  dozen  or  more  alms-giving  societies,  act  inde- 
pendently of  each  other,  dispensing  in  the  aggregate 
a  large  amount,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  much  is 
bestowed  on  unworthy  objects.  It  is  believed  that 
a  strict  scrutiny  would  show  that  a  considerable 
portion  of  those  who  are  the  recipients  of  charity 
funds,  and  are  thus  preparing  to  become  public  pau- 
pers are  really  capable  of  self  support,  if  industrious 
and  temperate,  or  else  that  they  have  relations  bound 
by  natural  and  legal  ties  to  provide  for  them.  Anoth- 
er tendency  of  injudicious  alms-giving  is  to  induce 
many  of  an  idle  and  vicious  character,  who  probably 
belong  else-where,  to  make  this  City  their  place  of 
residence. 

In  regard  to  the  general  conduct  of  the  inmates 
of  this  establishment,  it  may  be  remarked  that  there 
is  less  difficulty  in  maintaining  a  tolerable  degree  of 
order  and  industry  than  might  be  supposed,  consid- 
ering their  numbers  and  the  bad  construction  of  the 
buildings  forclassification  and  supervision.  The  great- 
est existing  evils  are,  the  imperfect  provision  for  the 
school  children,  which  subjects  them  to  the  immor- 
al influence  of  vicious  adults,  —  the  large  kitchen  so 
arranged  as  to  bring  together  great  numbers  of  both 
sexes —  and  the  want  of  proper  ventilation  in  some 
parts  of  the  buildings. 
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It  is  hoped  the  City  Council  will  grant  the  appro- 
priation to  remedy  these  evils.

1  WELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

MOUSE   OW   IJr&USTM^,  ^JPMIIj,   1835. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common 
Council,  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry,  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures  on 
account  of  that  Institution,  during  the  twelve  months  next  pre- 
ceding the  present  April ;  also  statements  of  such  other  sub- 
jects as  the  City  Charter  requires  them  to  communicate. 

The  several  interviews  which  this  Board  have  held  with  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Council,  preclude  the  necessity  of 
enlarged  remarks  at  this  time  ;  especially  as  much  important 
matter  relating  to  the  Institution,  has  recently  been  laid  before 
you  by  that  Committee. 

The  account  of  Receipts  shows  an  income  of  338  dollars 
and  97  cents,  for  the  support  of  alien  passengers,  under  the 
statute  of  March  19th,  1831.  The  Board  have  not  been  inat- 
tentive to  this  perplexing  subject,  and,  by  persevering  efforts, 
have  succeeded  in  ascertaining  the  individuals  legally  responsi- 
ble for  the  support  of  a  large  number  of  those  paupers  who, 
by  their  own  account,  arrived  at  this  port  within  the  last  three 
years.  But  the  artifice  of  some,  and  the  ignorance  of  others 
of  these  persons,  render  it  extremely  difficult,  and  in  some  in- 
stances impossible  to  discover  the  vessel  which  brought  them 
here. 

While  on  this  subject,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  of  the 
cases  ascertained,  one  only  has  been  traced  to  a  foreign  ves- 
sel. This  fact  is  somewhat  remarkable,  when  it  is  considered 
that  a  large  portion  of  these  emigrants  are  brought  here  by  for- 
eign vessels. 

Of  the  alien  passengers  received  at  the  House,  who  arrived 
at  this  port,  within  the  last  three  years,  four  were  born  in  Eng- 


land,  two  in  the  British  Provinces,  one  in  Germany  and  the 
remainder  in  Ireland. 

There  are  also  among  the  paupers,  some  who  have  not  been 
bonded,  or  even  reported,  and  as  it  is  tlionght,  this  arises  in 
some  instances,  from  an  ignorance  of  the  law  referred  to,  we 
ask  leave  to  suggest  to  the  Council  the  expediency  of  printing 
and  distributing  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  it  among  the 
owners,  masters  and  agents  of  vessels  arriving  at  this  port  from 
without  the  State,  accompanying  the  same  with  an  aasurance  that 
the  City  Government  will  cause  prosecution  to  ensue  for  neg- 
lect of  its  provisions.  This  would  give  the  necessary  informa- 
tion to  those  interested,  and  while  they  would  be  more  cautious 
in  bringing  paupers  to  the  City,  they  would  also  be  more  ex- 
act in  reporting  their  passengers. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  late  session,  reduced  the  allowance 
for  State  poor  from  70  to  49  cents  per  week.  It  must  be  ob- 
vious that  this  sum  will  fall  much  below  the  actual  expense  of 
supporting  such  of  them  as  are  usually  admitted  to  the  House 
of  Industry.  It  therefore  becomes  a  question  whether  any 
thing  consistent  with  law  and  humanity  can  be  done  to  prevent 
the  ingress  and  increase  of  foreign  poor.  The  Directors  have 
adopted,  particularly  for  the  last  two  years,  a  strict  course  of 
examination,  of  all  applicants  for  admission,  and  they  do  not 
believe  that  public  opinion  or  humanity,  will  justify  them  in  be- 
ing still  more  rigid.  Foreigners  becoming  sick,  disabled  or 
insane,  whether  for  a  short  period  or  permanently,  require  our 
aid  when  thrown  among  us. 

It  has  frequently  happened,  that  men  injured  on  the  rail 
roads,  and  elsewhere  out  of  the  City,  and  even  at  some  dis- 
tance, are  at  once  transported  to  the  City,  and  thence  to  the 
Almshouse.  Others  come  in  by  land  from  Canada,  or  the 
Eastern  British  Provinces.  For  these  classes  we  are  not 
aware  that  any  thing  can  be  done,  except  to  provide  for  them 
at  the  City's  expense,  and  receive  from  the  State  the  49  cents 
per  week. 

On  the  31st  of  March  last,  Arteraas  Simonds,  Esq.,  who, 
for  a  period  of  four  years  has  discharged  the  duties  of  Super- 


intendent,  resigned  the  office,  and  is  succeeded  by  Col.  John 
Porter, 

The  Directors  close  their  remarks  with  the  following  ex- 
tracts from  a  communication  from  the  first  named  gentleman. 

"  During  the  past  year  no  very  material  change  has  occur- 
red in  the  character  of  the  establishment.  In  some  particulars 
the  diet  of  the  inmates  iias  been  altered,  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  Physician,  making  it  more  wholesome  and  no  more  ex- 
pensive." 

"  The  completion  of  the  Children's  Asylum,  connected  with 
this  Institution,  and  the  improvements  and  additions  about  to 
be  made  to  the  main  building,  cannot  fail  to  place  the  estab- 
lishment in  a  better  condition  than  it  has  hitherto  been." 

"  A  complete  separation  of  the  school  children  from  the 
adult  paupers, — a  desirable  separation  of  the  sexes, — a  bet- 
ter opportunity  for  classification, — a  much  more  convenient  ar- 
rangement of  the  cooking  and  clothing  departments, — greater 
facihdes  for  supervision,  and  profitable  employment,  and  some 
other  important  advantages  will  be  secured." 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

HOUSE   OF  IJrS^USTM'r,  ^JPlili:,,   1836. 


To  the  Hon.  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common 
Council,  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  statement  of  Expenditures 
and  Receipts  on  account  of  that  Institution,  for  the 
past  financial  year,  together  with  tabular  statements 
relating  to  other  branches  connected  therewith. 
They  also  submit  the  following  remarks  respecting 
the  Establishment. 

The  true  character  of  this  Institution,  may  not  be 
generally  understood. — Some  persons,  misled  perhaps 
by  the  name.  House  of  Industry,  suppose  that  it  is 
merely  a  work-house,  containing  able  bodied  indi- 
viduals, capable,  not  only  of  supporting  themselv^es, 
but  of  earning  a  revenue  for  the  City.  It  is  true, 
that  a  part  of  the  inmates  are  able  to  perform  some 
labor.  The  nursing  and  care  of  the  sick,  of  insane 
idiots  and  children  ;  the  ordinary  w-orkof  the  House, 
including  making  and  mending  clothing  for  500  or 
600  persons ;  the  work  of  the  Farm  cultivated 
mainly  for  garden  vegetables,  make,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, no  small  amount  of  manual  service.  But  it 
should  be  recollected,  that  this  Establishment  is  the 
Alms-house  of  a  City,  containing  a  population  of 
80,000 — that  it  is  constantly  receiving  as   inmates, 


sick  and  helpless  individuals  of  all  descriptions  ; 
worn  down  by  infirmity,  intemperance  or  other  vices; 
many  come  direct  from  hospitals,  infirmaries,  and 
prisons  afilicted  with  incurable  chronic  diseases. 
Mothers  with  large  families  of  young  children  (aban- 
doned by  their  husbands  and  fathers,  who  could 
support  them  if  they  would)  always  make  a  large 
proportion  of  the  population  of  the  House  ;  and  a 
considerable  number  are  illegitimate  infants,  whose 
mothers  come  in  just  before  confinement.  Not  a  few 
are  admitted  from  the  haunts  of  intemperance  and 
debauchery,  or  from  wandering  in  the  streets,  to  be 
nursed  and  attended  a  few  days  before  death.  That 
there  is  much  sickness  in  the  Establishment,  may  be 
inferred  from  the  fact,  that  the  deaths  annually 
amount  to  a  greater  number  than  one  quarter  of  the 
average  population  of  the  House. 

Another  cause  why  less  labor  is  performed  than 
might  be  expected,  is,  that  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth do  not  allow  any  charge  for  a  subject,  after 
relief  from  sickness,  or  the  acquisition  of  ability  to 
labor.  A  great  part  of  the  adult  State  paupers  are 
of  intemperate  habits,  and  sent  to  the  House  with 
delirium  tremens,  or  other  diseases,  having  the  same 
origin,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  so  far  relieved  as  to 
be  able  to  perform  some  labor,  desert,  if  they  are  "not 
discharged  ;  but,  in  a  short  time,  again  become  in- 
mates from  the  same  causes. 

It  is  therefore  believed  that  if  a  law  were  passed, 
authorizing  the  Directors  to  retain  such  persons  a 
longer  time  in  the  House,  it  would  have  a  tendency 
to  reclaim  many  from  intemperate  habits  or  induce 


them  to  seek  other  places  for  their  indulgencies. 
The  same  remarks  apply,  also,  to  many  of  the  City 
paupers. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  the  general  inability  of  the 
inmates  to  labor,  and  the  very  considerable  work  ac- 
complished in  permanent  improvements,  it  is  believed 
that  the  avails  of  labor  performed  by  the  inmates  of 
the  House  of  Industry,  for  several  years  past,  exceed 
those  of  any  other  large  Ahns- house  establishment 
in  the  country  ;  and,  that  the  average  weekly  ex- 
pense of  supporting  paupers,  has  been  less  than  in 
such  institutions  generally. 

In  closing  this  Report,  the  Directors  have  the  sat- 
isfaction to  state,  that  pauperism  in  this  City,  is  evi- 
dently decreasing.  The  number  of  subjects  admitted 
the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the 
winter,  and  the  increase  of  population,  is  less  by  103 
than  during  the  previous  year.  A  great  cause  of  this 
happy  result,  is  the  benevolent  exertions,  which  have 
been  made,  and  are  now  making,  to  instruct  the  poor, 
by  elevating  their  moral  sentiment,  and  restoring 
them  to  a  higher  rank,  in  the  human  family,  from 
which  they  had  been  often  degraded. 

There  is  also  much  improvement  in  the  conduct 
of  the  subjects,  who  now,  more  than  ever,  cheerfully 
submit  to  the  regulations  and  discipline  of  the  House. 
This  is  chiefly  to  be  attributed,  to  the  benevolent 
considerations  of  the  City  government,  in  providing 
suitable  buildings  for  the  better  classification  of  the 
inmates.  The  Children's  asylum  which  was  built 
the  preceding  year,  is  found  to  have  a  happy  effect, 
by  withdrawing  the  young  from  the  contaminating 
influence  of  the  adult  paupers. 


The  building  erected  the  present  year,  for  the 
men's  dining-hall,  the  kitchen,  wash-room,  and 
laundry,  with  the  steam  apparatus  (which  is  now  in 
successful  operation,  and  causes  a  great  saving  in 
fuel)  it  is  believed,  will  be  highly  advantageous,  by 
more  effectually  separating  the  male  and  female  in- 
mates, who  used  to  congregate  in  the  old  kitchen. 
Other  improvements  and  alterations  which  have  been 
made,  will  add  much  to  the  cleanliness  and  comfort 
of  the  inmates  of  the  Institution. 

During  the  past  year.  Col.  John   Porter  resigned 
the  office  of  Superintendent,  and  Artemas  Simonds, 
Esq.  was  unanimously  elected  his  successor. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  preceding  table  relates  to  the  con- 
dition and  employment  at  this  time.  It  is  impossible  to 
present  in  a  brief  tabular  view  a  correct  account  of  the  state 
and  employment  of  the  inmates  through  the  year.  From 
April  to  November  or  December,  all  the  men  who  are  able, 
are  employed  in  various  out-door  occupations,  except  such 
as  are  necessarily  engaged  as  mechanics,  nurses  and  attend- 
ants.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  Statements  of  Expenditures 
and  Receipts  on  account  of  that  Institution,  for  the 
past  financial  year;  an  Inventory  of  Property  on 
hand ;  a  Statement  of  the  produce  of  the  Farm,  and 
Tabular  Views  of  the  number  of  Inmates  with  their 
condition  and  employment. 

The  Expenditure  of  the  past  year  has  been  some- 
what greater  than  usual,  occasioned  by  the  extraor- 
dinary prices  of  articles  of  consumption  required  at 
the  Institution.  The  past  winter  has  been  a  severe 
one  with  the  poorer  class,  and  it  is  remarkable  that 
the  House  has  contained  a  less  number  than  in  pre- 
vious winters.  The  population  of  the  House  during 
the  last  summer  and  autumn  was  less  than  at  any 
other  period  since  1827.  This  gratifying  decrease  of 
pauperism  is  to  be  attributed,  we  think,  to  an  im- 
provement in  the  habits  of  the  laboring  poor,  and 
more  enlightened  and  correct  views  in  the  community^ 
of  the  causes  and  remedies  of  indigence.  Expecting 
a  reduction  in  the  prices  of  the  articles  required  for 
consumption  at  the  Institution,  we  have  asked  for  a

smaller  Appropriation  for  the  ensuing  than  was  ex- 
pended last  year ;  it  is  now  to  be  feared,  however, 
that  the  lack  of  employment  in  this  season  of  embar- 
rassment, will  throw,  temporarily,  an  unusual  number 
of  persons  on  public  charity,  and  that  further  Appro- 
priations will  be  required  before  the  close  of  the 
financial  year. 

We  have  noticed,  with  much  satisfaction,  the  pro- 
posal to  provide  at  Bellevue,  a  suitable  Hospital  for 
the  Insane  and  Idiots.  It  will  be  seen  by  one  of  the 
Tables  annexed,  that  there  are  nearly  eighty  of  these 
unfortunate  persons  now  in  the  House  of  Industry. 
At  least  fifty  of  these  are  proper  subjects  for  a  lunatic 
asylum.  It  is  true  that  these  are  generally  confirmed 
cases,  but  they  require  different  accommodations  and 
attention  than  it  is  possible  to  afford  them  where  they 
are.  A  majority  of  these  lunatics  do  not  belong  le- 
gally to  Boston — they  are  State  Paupers.  It  costs 
at  least  one  dollar  and  an  half  per  week  to  support 
each,  and  yet  the  Commonwealth  only  makes  to  the 
City  the  paltry  allowance  of  seven  cents  per  day. 
Since  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Worcester  was 
opened  in  1833,  forty  persons  have  been  sent  there 
from  the  House  of  Industry.  Of  thirty  -four  trans- 
ferred to  Worcester  before  the  present  year,  eight 
have  been  restored  to  sanity  ;  four  have  died  there  ; 
twelve  have  been  discharged  by  the  Trustees  as  incura- 
ble and  have  been  returned  to  the  House  of  Industry ; 
jive  have  been  transferred  by  the  Trustees  to  the 
House  of  Correction,  also  incurable  ;  and  five  all  be- 
longing to  Boston,  are  supposed  to  remain  in  the 
Hospital.  It  should  be  remarked  that  several  of  the 
foreign  lunatics  returned,  are  now,  as  formerly,  dan^ 


gerous  maniacs.  As  the  institutions  in  this  City  seem 
to  be  relieved  to  only  a  very  limited  extent  by  the 
State  Institution  for  Lunatics,  humanity,  as  well  as 
sound  policy,  we  think,  calls  for  an  establishment  with 
suitable  provisions  for  them,  to  be  under  the  control 
of  the  City  Government. 

Since  the  unfortunate  disagreement  between  the 
City  Council  and  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  1822 
and  the  establishment  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  House  of  Industry,  two  separate  Boards  have  had 
charge  of  the  pauperism  of  the  City :  the  Overseers 
only  granting  out  door  relief,  and  the  Directors  man- 
aging the  Aims-House,  and  they  have  occupied  two 
offices.  As  there  is  necessarily  much  connection  be- 
tween the  duties  of  the  two  Boards,  and  as  it  was 
found  quite  inconvenient  to  have  the  Accounts  kept 
in  separate  offices,  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  readily 
acceded  to  the  proposition  of  this  Board,  to  make  the 
room  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  Faneuil  Hall, 
the  office  of  both  Boards.  The  interest  of  the  City, 
we  believe,  will  be  promoted  by  this  arrangement.

To  the  Hon.  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry,  here- 
with present  the  fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  that  Ins- 
titution, showing  the  Expenditures  and  Receipts,  and 
the  number,  condition,  and  employment  of  its  in- 
mates, for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1838. 

In  the  last  annual  communication  of  this  Board,  an 
apprehension  was  expressed  that  the  pecuniary  em- 
barrassments of  the  times,  would  seriously  affect  the 
laboring  poor,  and  that  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
paupers  and  unusual  expenditures  must  be  expected. 
This  fear  has  been  realized,  though  not  to  the  extent 
which  seemed  for  a  time  inevitable.  The  average 
number  of  persons  supported  in  the  House  of  Indus- 
try, through  the  past  year,  has  been  nearly  one  hun- 
dred, or  twenty  per  cent,  greater  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  lack  of  employment  has  thrown 
many  into  poverty  and  extreme  distress,  who  have 
not  formerly  found  it  necessary  to  claim  public  aid. 
It  is  worthy  of  remark,  however,  that  the  pauperism 
of  Boston  in  1838,  scarcely  exceeds  that  of  1830, 
when  the  whole  population  was  much  less,  and  at  a 
period  of  comparative  general  prosperity. 

As  usual,  the  great  majority  of  persons  who  have 
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claimed  entire  support  in  the  almshouse,  are  foreign- 
ers and  their  children.  Many  of  them  have  been  but 
a  short  time  in  the  country.  The  law  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, passed  the  last  year,  enforced  as  it  has 
been  by  the  vigilant  and  judicious  services  of  the  Ali- 
en Inspector,  has  doubtless  prevented  a  large  acces- 
sion to  the  pauper  rolls  of  this  City.  Foreign  pau- 
pers, however,  continue  to  find  their  way  into  Massa- 
chusetts from  the  British  Provinces  and  from  New 
York,  and  we  can  look  only  to  the  general  govern- 
ment for  an  effectual  remedy  to  this  evil. 

About  one  third  of  the  inmates  of  the  establishment 
are  children.  The  physical,  intellectual,  and  moral 
education  of  this  interesting  class,  is  regarded  as  a 
matter  of  great  importance.  Pauperism  has  too  of- 
ten been  hereditary, — descending  in  families,  through 
several  successive  generations.  In  many  instances, 
paupers  have  had  children  and  grand  children  with 
them  in  the  almshouse.  Hence  the  necessity  of  so 
separating  children  from  vicious  and  degraded  adults 
as  to  save  them  from  a  corrupting  influence.  Such 
facts  and  considerations  induced  the  City  Council  in 
1834,  to  provide  the  building  known  as  the  Chil- 
dren's Asylum  at  the  House  of  Industry. 

The  Asylum  School  has  been  much  improved  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  Rev.  George  F.  Haskins 
has  been  appointed  Principal,  and  under  judicious 
management,  united  with  his  experience,  it  probably 
will,  at  no  distant  day,  compete  with  institutions, 
founded  under  more  favorable  auspices.  The  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  have  taken  much  interest  in  this 
school,  and  have  appropriated  the  income  of  one  of 
the  principal  funds  in  their  trust  towards  the  support 
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of  certain  children,  selected  bj  them  as  beneficiaries. 
The  school  will  hereafter  be  called  the  "  Boylston 
Asylum,"  in  memory  of  the  beneficent  donor  of  the 
charity  thus  appropriated.  The  benefit  of  this  chari- 
ty is  not  only  felt  by  those  who  more  immediately 
enjoy  it,  but  by  the  whole  school.  With  slight  ex- 
ceptions, the  asylum  children  are  in  excellent  health, 
and  appear  to  be  contented  and  happy. 

The  Overseers  have  also  appropriated  the  income 
of  another  charity  towards  the  support  of  a  resident 
chaplain,  and  the  same  reverend  gentleman,  who  pre- 
sides over  the  asylum,  has  been  designated  to  fill  that 
office,  so  that  the  sick  and  the  dying  may  at  all  times 
receive  advice  and  consolation  from  their  constant 
and  devoted  pastor. 

Among  the  duties  of  this  Board,  that  of  apprentice- 
ing  children  to  suitable  masters  and  protectors  is  not 
the  least.  The  future  character  and  well  being  of 
these  youth,  depend  very  much  upon  those  to  whose 
hands  they  are  confided.  At  some  former  periods, 
applications  for  apprentices  were  much  more  numer- 
ous than  the  children  to  be  indented.  During  the 
last  year,  such  applications  have  been  rare,  and  but 
few  children  have  been  bound  out.  Applicants,  not 
known  to  the  Directors,  are  required  to  produce  sat- 
isfactory testimonials  of  capacity  and  character,  be- 
fore receiving  children  from  the  institution.  Judging 
from  letters  received,  and  information  otherwise  ob- 
tained, there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  most  of 
the  five  hundred  indented  since  1825,  are  well  situ- 
ated, and  bid  fair  to  become  respectable  and  useful 
members  of  the  community.  Of  a  smaller  portion,  a 
less  favorable   account   is   given.     The  latter   have 
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generally  been  indented  to  individuals  near  the  City, 
and  have  frequently  been  annoyed  by  injudicious  re- 
latives and  unprofitable  advisers. 

In  general,  the  health  of  the  inmates  is  as  good  as 
can  ever  be  expected  in  an  institution,  filled  principal- 
ly with  constitutions  broken  down,  or  impaired  by 
intemperate  and  vicious  habits,  or  inherited  from  an 
unhealthy  parentage. 

Opthalmia,  a  troublesome  disease  of  the  eyes, 
which  was  first  introduced  from  New  York,  several 
years  ago,  has  not  yet  been  eradicated.  Formerly  it 
was  confined  to  children,  and  prevailed  only  in  a  mild 
form.  More  recently  it  has  assumed  a  worse  charac- 
ter, and  has  attacked  adults,  including  some  of  the 
officers  of  the  house,  and  hired  assistants.  Doct.  E. 
Palmer,  jr.,  the  Physician  of  the  establishment,  has 
labored  with  industry  and  success  in  combatting  this 
disease,  and  no  permanent  ill  effects  have  ensued. 
There  is  now  a  fair  prospect  the  disorder  may  be 
rendered  comparatively  harmless,  if  not  speedily  erad- 
icated. 

We  are  happy  to  witness  the  progress  of  the  new 
Lunatic  Hospital,  an  institution  designed  to  receive  a 
large  number  of  unfortunate  insane  and  idiot  per- 
sons, for  whom  the  House  of  Industry  affords  no 
suitable  accommodations. 

The  inmates  able  to  perform  labor,  have  been  em- 
ployed during  the  past,  very  much  as  in  the  preceding 
years.  The  avails  of  oakum  picking  and  agricultural 
labor  have  materially  relieved  the  drafts  on  the  City 
Treasury.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  cultiva- 
tion of  land  is  the  most  healthful,  as  well  as  most 
productive   employment  that   can  be   given    the  in- 
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mates  of  an  Almshouse,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret 
that  the  land  assigned  to  the  House  of  Industry  is  so 
limited  in  extent.

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SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

DIRECTORS  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY. 

APRIL,  1839. 


To  the  Hon.  Mayor  and  Aldermen^  and 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  law  establish- 
ing the  House  of  Industry,  the  Directors  thereof  re- 
spectfully present  the  annexed  statements  of  Expen- 
ditures and  Receipts,  and  of  the  number,  condition, 
and  employment  of  inmates  for  the  year  ending  March 
31st,  1839. 

Although  the  average  number  of  persons  supported 
in  the  House  of  Industry  during  the  past  year  has  been 
unusually  great,  the  present  number  is  considerably  less 
than  were  in  the  establishment  a  year  ago.  There 
now  appears  to  be  good  ground  to  hope,  that,  with 
the  return  of  prosperity  to  the  business  community 
and  consequent  full  employment  of  laborers,  the  pau- 
perism of  the  City  may  again  gradually  diminish  as 
it  did  prior  to  the  embarrassments  of  1837. 

The  several  buildings  occupied  by  the  adult  pau- 
pers, in  regard  to  their  construction,  ill  ventilation 
and  inconveniences,  require  and  will  doubtless  receive 
the  attention  of  the  City  Council.  The  removal,  in 
a  few  months,  of  the  insane  and  idiots  to  the  new 
Hospital  designed  for  their  special  accommodation, 
will  afford  a  favorable  opportunity  to  improve  the 
two  large  wooden  houses  now  occupied  by  these  un- 
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fortunate  persons  and  by  some  other  classes  of  pau- 
pers. In  the  main  stone  building,  the  multiplicity  of 
small  apartments  has  been  regarded  by  some  as  a  se- 
rious error  in  construction,  preventing  ventilation  and 
economy  in  fuel  and  lights  as  w^ell  as  supervision.  It 
has  been  suggested  and  urged,  that  the  numerous  par- 
titions should  be  removed,  and  the  wings  thrown 
open  into  large  halls.  Some  advantages  would  doubt- 
less be  secured  by  such  alteration,  but  it  is  appre- 
hended that  great  inconvenience  would  result  from 
too  extensive  chano;es  of  this  kind.  The  Directors 
believe  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  small  rooms 
should  be  allowed  to  remain  for  the  accommodation 
of  nurses,  the  more  retiring  and  respectable  inmates, 
and  for  persons  whose  peculiarities  forbid  that  they 
should  be  placed  in  wards  containing  thirty  or  forty 
individuals.  It  is  believed  that  in  the  second  and 
third  stories  four  or  six  wards  may  be  opened,  about 
40  feet  by  28  feet,  extending  across  the  building,  af- 
fording spacious  well  ventilated  apartments,  and  re- 
taining a  sufficient  number  of  smaller  rooms  for  the 
classes  above  named. 

In  October  last,  by  leave  of  the  City  Council,  a 
building  was  hired  at  South  Boston  for  a  temporary 
Infirmary  for  Opthalmia  patients.  The  main  establish- 
ment and  Boylston  Asylum  were  thus,  for  the  time, 
freed  from  this  distressing  scourge,  which  had  existed 
there  for  several  years.  A  few  mild  cases  have  since 
occurred  and  were  promptly  removed  to  the  Infir- 
mary, but  none  within  the  last  two  months.  The 
patients  have  all  been  materially  relieved,  and  most 
of  them  may  be  regarded  as  cured.  But  a  suscepti- 
bility to  the  disease — a  peculiar  tenderness  of  the  eye 
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is  apt  to  remain  for  a  long  period.  The  few  cases 
that  have  been  less  successfully  treated  are  of  long 
standing,  and  exist  in  children  whose  constitutions 
are  so  feeble,  or  so  full  of  hereditary  disease,  as  to 
baffle  the  physician.  Opthalmia  is  not  confined  to 
the  House  of  Industry.  It  is  found  in  other  institu- 
tions, and  often  in  families  among  the  class  of  per- 
sons that  must  be  admitted  to  an  Alms  house.  As 
the  building  now  occupied  as  an  Opthalmia  Infirmary 
cannot  be  long  retained,  and  as  it  is  inconvenient  and 
expensive  to  maintain  an  Infirmary  at  a  distance  from 
the  house,  it  may  probably  become  necessary  either 
to  appropriate  a  part  of  some  existing  building,  or 
provide  a  new  one  for  Opthalmia  patients. 

In  other  respects  the  general  health  of  the  estab- 
lishment has  been  much  as  formerly.  Owing  bow- 
er, to  the  necessary  admission  of  an  unusual  number 
of  persons  in  the  last  stages  of  incurable  disease,  and 
the  prevalence  of  measles,  whooping  cough  and  scar- 
let fever,  the  number  of  deaths  has  been  somewhat 
greater  than  in  most  former  years,  but  less  it  is  be- 
lieved than  is  the  usual  mortality,  proportioned  to 
numbers,  in  the  larger  City  Alms  houses  in  this 
country. 

The  Directors  have  much  satisfaction  in  referring 
to  the  Boylston  Asylum  as  an  interesting  and  impor- 
tant department  of  the  institution.  Towards  the 
support  of  the  Asylum,  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  as 
Trustees,  of  certain  funds,  contribute  a  considerable 
sum.  The  general  good  health  of  the  children,  their 
contentment  and  separation  from  improper  influences, 
and  the  efforts  made  for  their  instruction  and  moral 
welfare,  afford  the  pleasing  hope  that  they  may  be-

come  respectable  and  useful  members  of  society.  In 
September  last,  the  Rev.  George  F.  Haskins  on  his 
appointment  as  Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Re- 
formation resigned  the  place  of  Master  of  the  Asylum 
and  Chaplain  of  the  institution,  and  the  Rev.  Charles 
E.  Toothaker  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Col.  John  Crocker  having  resigned  the  office  of 
Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Industry,  Captain 
Daniel  Chandler,  late  Superintendent  of  the  Boston 
Asylum  and  Farm  School,  has  been  unanimously 
elected  to  the  office  and  has  entered  on  the  discharge 
of  its  multifarious  and  important  duties.

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SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

DIRECTORS  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY. 

APRIL,  1840. 


To  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry,  in  com- 
phance  with  law  and  usage,  herewith  respectfully 
submit  the  annexed  statements  of  Expenditures  and 
Receipts  on  account  of  that  Institution  for  the  year 
ending  March  31,  J  840,  and  also  several  statistical 
tables  in  relation  to  the  number,  condition  and  em- 
ployment of  its  inmates. 

Notwithstanding  the  commercial  embarrassments 
and  depression  of  industry  during  the  past  year, 
the  number  of  paupers  supported  in  the  House 
of  Industry  has  not  greatly  exceeded  the  average 
of  the  last  ten  years, — a  period  in  which  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  City  has  rapidly  increased.  It  must 
be  a  matter  of  high  satisfaction  to  our  citizens 
that  pauperism,  as  indicated  by  the  public  expendi- 
ture, has  actually  diminished  within  twenty-five  years 
in  proportion  to  population,  more  than  thirty  per 
cent.  This  satisfactory  result  in  this  City  is  proba- 
bly to  be  ascribed  less  to  superior  municipal  arrange- 
ments, than  to  the  general  intelligence  and  sobriety 
of  the  community,  which  demand  and  sustain  an  ad- 
mirable system  of  public  instruction,  encourage  do- 
mestic industry,  economy  and  independence  of  char- 
acter, and  oppose  immorality,  sloth  and  a  reliance 
on  eleemosynary  institutions. 
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Considerable  alterations  and  improvements  have 
been  recently  made  in  the  buildings,  by  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  men's  dining  room,  the  fitting  up  of 
large  wards,  well  arranged  for  the  sick  of  both  sexes, 
and  opening  flues  for  ventilation. 

There  has  been  less  severe  sickness  and  mortality 
in  the  Institution  during  the  past,  than  in  former 
years.  Still  nearly  all  the  adult  inmates  admitted 
have  been  the  subjects  of  disease,  generally  of  a 
chronic  character,  and  many  of  the  children  received 
into  the  House  have  miserable  constitutions  by  in- 
heritance. Ophthalmia — that  scourge  of  ten  years' 
continuance,  though  not  entirely  eradicated,  appears 
to  be  nearly  subdued.  The  small  pox  made  its  ap- 
pearance in  the  establishment  in  November  last,  and 
all  the  efforts  to  keep  it  out  by  removing  patients  and 
other  means  were  ineffectual.  Cases  continued  to 
occur  for  more  than  three  months,  mostly  in  the  mild 
form  of  varioloid.  Eight  adults  and  three  infants 
died — all  of  them  of  such  broken  or  feeble  health 
previously  that  they  could  scarcely  be  expected  to 
survive  any  serious  disease.     - 

For  several  years,  an  isolated  building,  near  the 
House  of  Industry  has  occasionally  been  much  need- 
ed for  the  accommodation  of  patients  with  contagious 
diseases.  All  the  buildings,  now  occupied  by  the  in- 
mates as  well  as  the  resident  officers  of  the  House, 
are  in  immediate  proximity.  When  an  infectious  dis- 
ease is  introduced  it  naturally  spreads  to  all  liable  to 
become  affected.  We  think  measures  should  be  ta- 
ken to  keep  the  main  establishment  free  from  infec- 
tious, fatal  disorders,  but  it  can  never  remain  so  long 
with  the  present  facilities  for  their  propagation.  The 
evils  of  ophthalmia  and  small  pox  might  doubtless  have 
been  much  less  could  the  first  patients  have  been  im- 
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mediately  removed.  It  is  quite  probable,  that  next 
winter  scattering  cases  of  small  pox  in  poor  patients 
may  show  the  need  of  such  a  receptacle.  Impressed 
with  the  belief  that  motives  of  humanity  as  well  as  a 
regard  for  economy  call  for  a  building  for  the  pur- 
pose above  specified,  we  respectfully  commend  the 
subject  to  the  attention  of  the  City  Council. 

The  Boylston  Asylum,  containing  near  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and 
fourteen  years,  deserves  particular  regard.  The  In- 
structor of  the  boys,  Mr.  William  E.  Graves,  in  his  last 
monthly  report  says — "There  are  now  ninety-five  boys 
attached  to  the  Department  of  the  Asylum  under  my 
care.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  we  ail  enjoy  excel- 
lent health,  and  there  is  a  general  manifestation  of 
contentment.  Our  food  is  sufficient,  wholesome  and 
well  earned,  either  by  labor,  exercise  or  study — and 
while  the  intellectual  wants  of  the  boys  are  by  no 
means  neglected,  their  physical  and  moral  education 
is  uniformly  and  strictly  attended  to."  The  girls' 
school  has  also  been  in  charge  of  a  faithful,  kind  and 
successful  Instructress. 

The  general  good  order,  contentment  and  indus- 
try of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Industry — the  im- 
proved condition  of  the  sick,  infirm,  and  children — 
and  the  increased  products  of  the  farm  and  garden, 
indicate,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Directors,  that  the 
present  energetic  and  devoted  Superintendent,  Capt. 
Daniel  Chandler,  and  his  coadjutors  have  faithfully 
performed  their  respective  duties. 

By  the  removal  of  all  ^the  most  decidedly  insane 
and  idiot  paupers  to  the  new  Lunatic  Hospital,  the 
establishment  is  relieved  of  a  class  who  had  no 
proper  accommodations  therein.  These  unhappy 
and  unfortunate  fellow-beings  are  now  provided  for 
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in  a  manner  suited  to  their  state,  and  are  not  annoy- 
ed and  vexed  by  improper  associations. 

The  Directors  remark,  that  the  arrangement  with 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  by  which  both  Boards  oc- 
cupy one  business  office  in  Fanuel  Hall,  continues, 
and  is  found  advantageous.  It  is  a  convenience  to 
citizens  who  have  business  to  transact  in  relation  to 
pauper  affairs,  and  facilitates  the  adjustment  of  ac- 
counts and  disputes  with  the  Overseers  of  other 
towns.  Information,  collected  through  a  long  course 
of  years  by  both  Boards,  is  accessible  to  the  mem- 
bers and  clerks  of  each  in  the  office  ;  and  investiga- 
tions in  relation  to  the  legal  settlement  of  paupers,  of 
great  present  and  prospective  importance,  are  made 
with  greater  facihty  and  success.  The  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  as  Trustees,  continue  to  appropriate  the 
interest  of  certain  funds  in  their  charge,  to  pay  for 
the  stated  services  of  a  Clergyman  at  the  House  of 
Industry  on  Sunday,  and  towards  the  support  of  the 
Asylum  a  greater  sum  than  is  paid  to  the  Teachers 
there  employed.

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V  ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF    THE 

DIIIECTGIIS  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY. 

APRIL,  1841. 


To  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry,  in  com- 
pliance with  law  and  usage,  herewith  present  state- 
ments of  the  Expenditures  and  Receipts  on  account 
of  that  Institution,  for  the  financial  year  ending 
March  31st,  1841,  a  statement  of  provisions  and 
other  property  on  hand,  and  tables  shewing  the  num- 
ber, condition,  and  employment  of  the  inmates 

During  the  last  year  there  has  been  little  of  novel- 
ty in  the  history  of  the  establishment.  The  number 
of  inmates  has  somewhat  increased,  but  by  compar- 
ing the  present  number  with  that  of  former  years  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  increase  is  far  less  in  proportion 
than  the  addition  to  the  population  of  the  City. 

On  the  first  of  April,  1831  the  number  of  paupers 
supported  in  the  House  of  Industry  was  686.  In  ten 
years  the  ingress  has  been  9,234  and  the  egress  9,214 
leaving  in  the  House  April  1,  1841,  606.    Less  than 
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fifty  of  the  inmates  of  1831  now  remain  in  the  Insti- 
tution, and  only  twenty  that  came  from  the  old  alms- 
house in  Leverett  Street,  which  was  discontinued 
sixteen  years  ago.  Of  the  present  residents,  perhaps 
two  hundred,  or  about  one  third,  may  be  regarded 
as  permanent,  they  may  be  expected  to  pass  the  re- 
sidue of  their  lives  in  the  House.  These  are  aged, 
blind,  maimed  and  sickly,  or  mentally  inefficient. 
A  second  class,  of  about  the  same  number,  it  is  sup- 
posed will  leave  sooner  or  later,  as  they  recover  from 
their  disabilities,  or  have  friends  enabled  to  provide 
for  them,  and  their  places  will  be  filled  by  other  oc- 
casional paupers.  The  third  class  are  children,  near- 
ly all  of  whom  will  go  out  in  a  few  years,  either  on 
discharge  to  their  relatives  and  friends,  or  by  being 
indented  to  farmers  and  mechanics  in  the  country. 
Erroneous  views  and  expectations  in  regard  to  the 
House  of  Industry  seem  to  be  entertained  by  many 
in  the  community,  occasioned  by  the  name  it  bears. 
It  should  be  understood  that  the  establishment  is  in 
fact  simply  the  almshouse  of  a  large  City ;  that  its  in- 
mates, with  few  exceptions,  are  not  able-bodied  or 
capable  of  much  labor ;  and  that  it  is  constantly  re- 
ceiving sick  and  helpless  persons  of  all  descriptions, 
suffering  under  the  worst  effects  of  poverty,  ipfirmity 
and  vice.  Many  come  direct  from  hospitals,  infirm- 
aries and  prisons,  or  from  the  care  of  the  Dispensary 
Physicians,  bringing  incurable  diseases,  and  the  bill 
of  mortality  is  always  principally  made  from  recent 
admissions.  Nearly  all,  except  mothers  who  go  in 
on  account  of  young  children,  are  sick  when  admit- 
ted. Such  as  recover  in  any  good  degree  are,  in 
general,  soon  discharged,  so  that  it  is  often  difficulty 
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from  the  paucity  of  effective  laborers  to  perform  the 
ordinary  in-door  and  out-door  work.  It  is  intended 
however  to  make  the  institution  emphatically  an 
House  of  Industry  to  all  who  are  of  competent  health 
to  labor.  The  nursing  and  care  of  the  sick  and 
of  young  children — the  scrubbing  and  house  clean- 
ing— the  washing  and  ironing — and  the  making  and 
care  of  clothing  for  a  family  of  six  hundred  furnish 
abundant  employment  for  females,  and  the  farm, 
garden,  and  oakum  room  afford  full  occupation  to 
the  men.  Agricultural  labor  is  healthy  and  produc- 
tive, and  there  is  a  small  profit  on  oakum  picking. 

The  Directors  refer  with  satisfaction  to  the  Juve- 
nile Department  of  the  Institution,  called  the  Boylston 
Asylum.  It  contains  more  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  children,  mostly  between  the  ages  of  four  and 
twelve  years.  They  are  well  fed,  clothed  and  pro- 
vided for,  and  are  daily  receiving  instruction  design- 
ed to  prepare  them  for  future  usefulness  and  respec- 
tability. The  building  for  their  accommodation, 
erected  in  1 834,  supposed  at  the  time  to  be  abund- 
antly capacious,  has  latterly  been  so  much  crowded 
that  the  Superintendent  has  been  obhged  to  provide 
for  a  portion  of  the  children  in  another  and  incon- 
venient building  which  is  needed  for  other  purposes. 
Boys,  at  ten  to  fourteen  years  of  age,  are  indented 
to  farmers  and  mechanics  to  be  suitably  supported, 
educated  and  employed  until  of  age,  then  to  receive 
in  addition  to  a  respectable  fitting  out  of  clothing, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  latter  condition 
being  uniform  except  in  cases  where  a  mechanical 
trade  requiring  skill  and  long  practice  is  given  as  an 
equivalent.     This  pecuniary  encouragement  is  gen- 
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erally  considered  as  highly  beneficial  both  to  the 
master  and  apprentice,  the  latter  being  much  more 
likely  to  remain  in  his  place  and  acquire  habits  of 
stability  and  industry  than  he  would  be  otherwise. 
Girls  are  indented  at  an  earlier  age  than  boys  to 
serve  until  eighteen  years  of  age.    In  some  instances 
children  are  indented  or  discharged  much  younger, 
and  are  received  and  adopted  in  families  where  they 
enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  the  most  favored  youth. 

When  the  new  Hospital,  now  in  progress  under 
the  direction  of  the  City  Council,  shall  have   been 
completed,  the  main  establishment  will  be  relieved 
of  patients  suffering  from  contagious  diseases,  and  it 
is  hoped  less  evils  will  be  experienced  from  the  in- 
troduction and  spread  of  ophthalmia,  small  pox  and 
other  disorders  than  of  late. 

It  may  be  worthy  of  special  remark,  but  a  small 
portion  of  the  persons  supported  in  the  House  of  In- 
dustry as  paupers  are  of  American  origin, — still  less 
are   natives  of  Boston  or  children  of  Bostonians.

From  this  statement,  which  may  be  taken  as  no 
unfair  specimen  of  the  origin  of  paupers  in  this  City 
for  years  past,  an  inference  favorable  to  the  morals 
and  thrift  of  our  native  population  may  be  drawn. 
Few,  very  few,  that  have  fully  availed  themselves  in 
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youth  of  the  advantages  of  Boston  free  schools  be- 
come burdensome  paupers. 

By  far  the  greater  part  of  European  hnmigrants 
doubtless  benefit  themselves  by  removal,  and  are 
beneficial  to  this  country,  especially  such  as  seek 
employment  and  plenty  in  the  western  states.  But 
there  is  another  class,  not  inconsiderable  in  numbers, 
who  seem  determined  to  remain  in  the  atlantic  cities 
and  large  towns,  where  their  labor  is  not  needed  and 
v^^here  of  course  they  cannot  all  find  employment. 
Too  many  bring  with  them  inveterate  habits  of  indo- 
lence, beggary  and  intemperance.  The  profusion 
and  cheapness  of  intoxicating  liquors  aggravate  their 
evils.  They  se^k,  and  congregate  in  old  and  un- 
healthy tenements,  which  they  crowd  from  cellar  to 
garret,  and  establish  a  multitude  of  unlicensed  dens 
of  moral  pestilence.  It  is  from  such  buildings  and 
such  tenants,  forming  clans  and  neighborhoods  too 
much  resembling  the  population  of  the  worst  districts 
in  European  cities,  that  recruits  are  found  to  crowd 
our  penal  and  charitable  establishments.  In  propor- 
tion as  the  present  eflforts  for  the  promotion  of  tem- 
perance shall  be  successful,  will  crimes  and  pauper- 
ism with  their  attendant  evils  be  diminished  and  the 
public  happiness  and  prosperity  enhanced.  Perhaps 
there  is  at  the  present  time  no  prospect  more  cheer- 
ing to  the  philanthropic  mind,  than  that  afforded  by 
the  remarkable  movement  in  large  classes  of  the  less 
favored  part  of  the  community,  to  save  themselves 
and  their  famihes,  from  the  ruinous  effects  of  intem- 
perance. 

In  conclusion,  the  Directors  beg  leave  to  refer  to 
the  lamented  death  of  their  late  associate  and  chair- 
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man,  Richards  Child,  Esq.,  who  for  more  than  four- 
teen years  devoted  his  best  energies  to  his  official 
duties,  with  a  constancy  and  fidehty  rarely  exhibited.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  Boston.. 

In  compliance  with  law  and  usage,  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  House  of  Industry  herewith  present  state- 
ments of  the  Expenditures  and  Receipts,  with  the 
condition  and  employment  of  paupers  in  that  institu- 
tion for  the  year  ending  March  Slst,  1842,  and  also 
some  account  of  the  House  of  Reformation  for  Juve- 
nile Offenders,  which  by  an  order  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil became  a  "  part  of  the  House  of  Industry"  on 
the  first  of  July  last. 

By  the  accompanying  accounts  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  gross  expenditure  for  the  Houses  of  Industry  and 
Reformation  for  the  year  has  been  ^32,430ioJ,  and 
that  the  income  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  the 
Directors  amounts  to  $6,703jloo'  The  City  Treasur- 
er has  also  received  from  the  Commonwealth  the 
sum  of  ^8,544^00  for  the  support  of  State  Paupers 
in  the  Houses,  so  that  the  actual  cost  to  the  City 
for  supporting  the  establishments  including  nearly 
two  thousand  dollars  expended  in  permanent  im- 
provements, has  been  ^17,181ioo.  The  expenditure 
has  been  less,  and  the  income  more,  than  the  esti- 
mate made  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 

The  population  of  the  City  must  have  materially 
increased  within  the  last  year,  and  it  is  well  known 
that  a  large  proportion  of  this  increase  from  abroad 
is  of  persons  and  families  destitute  of  property,  and 
liable  to  become  chargeable  to  the  public  on  the  first 
occurrence  of  sickness  or  want  of  employment.     It 
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is  also  well  known  that  many  are  attracted  to  this 
City  by  the  fame  of  its  charities,  and  not  a  few,  it  is 
believed,  suffering  with  chronic  and  incurable  dis- 
eases, come  to  obtain  the  cures,  promised  by  the  de- 
ceptive advertisements  of  base  pretenders  to  the 
healing  art.  Such  deluded  people  are  soon  stripped 
of  any  little  means  they  may  chance  to  bring  with 
them— their  maladies  are  aggravated  rather  than  re- 
relieved — and  they  are  too  often  speedily  added  to 
the  pauper  lists  of  the  City.  Of  the  poor  received 
into  the  House  last  year  only  about  one  sixth  have  a 
legal  settlement  under  our  State  Laws  either  in  Bos- 
ton or  any  of  the  towns  of  Massachusetts.  Ten 
years  ago  twice  as  many  native  paupers  were  annu- 
ally admitted.  Notwithstanding  the  efficient  services 
of  the  Inspector  of  Alien  passengers  in  preventing 
the  introduction  of  foreign  paupers  by  water,  and  his 
persevering  and  successful  efforts  to  remove  such  as 
have  made  their  ingress  otherwise,  there  are,  and 
there  must  be,  many  here  to  be  partially  or  wholly 
supported  by  the  public.  Under  such  circumstances, 
the  Directors  are  happy  to  remark  that  there  has 
been  no  increase,  but  a  small  diminution  of  inmates 
during  the  year.  This  gratifying  fact  must  doubt- 
less be  mainly  ascribed  to  the  Temperance  Reform — 
a  reform  that  changes  poor,  degraded,  tattered,  ine- 
briates into  thriving  industrious  and  respectable  citi- 
zens— which  removes  distress  and  desolation  from 
the  domestic  fireside,  and  gives  prosperity  and  hap- 
piness. Several  efficient  Washingtonians  and  public 
lecturers,  have  been  inmates  of  the  House  of  Indus- 
try. One  of  these,  who  was  last  year  regarded  as  a 
hopeless  pauper  states  that  he  has  obtained  several 
thousands  temperance  pledges.  In  several  instances 
reformed  parents  have  claimed  and  received  their 
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children  from  the  House,  have  gathered  their  scat- 
tered famihes,  and  will  doubtless  do  well  while  they 
adhere  to  their  present  sober  course  of  life. 

With  regard  to  the  "  experiment"  by  which  the 
House  of  Reformation  is  made  a  part  of  the  House 
of  Industry,  and  the  management  confided  to  this 
Board  and  its  officers,  sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed 
to  fully  test  its  merits.  It  is  not  necessary  here  to 
repeat  information  already  given  by  the  Report  of 
the  Standing  Committee  to  the  last  Council,  and  by 
the  recent  Report  of  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons. 

In  order  to  use  the  building  for  the  House  of  Re- 
formation boys — and  the  Asylum  boys  of  the  House 
of  Industry,  keeping  in  view  the  peculiar  character 
and  circumstances  of  each  class,  considerable  altera- 
tions and  repairs  were  found  to  be  indispensably 
necessary.  These  were  effected,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  and  in 
October  last  the  building  was  occupied  under  the 
new  arrangement.  The  two  classes  of  boys  are  kept 
entirely  separate  from  each  other,  having  no  more 
connexion  or  acquaintance  than  formerly.  The 
House  of  Reformation  boys  occupy  the  west  wing, 
in  which  twice  the  present  number  might  have  am- 
ple accommodations,  at  no  additional  expense,  save 
the  mere  cost  of  food  and  clothing.  For  several 
months  past  a  marked  improvement  has  been  visible 
in  this  department.  The  uneasiness,  sullenness  and 
insubordination  formerly  observed,  have  given  place 
to  a  more  cheerful  appearance  and  obedient  deport- 
ment. None  have  escaped  since  the  reorganization 
was  completed,  and  some  former  deserters  have  been 
recovered.  The  brass  nail-making,  a  productive 
employment  had  been  taken  from  the  House  of 
Reformation  before  the  new  arrangement.     Since 
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that  time  the  chief  labor  besides  domestic  occupa- 
tions, has  been  braiding  and  covering  palm  leaf  hats. 
During  the  ensuing  season  it  is  intended  to  make 
farming  and  gardening  the  principal  employment  of 
the  larger  boys. 

The  Asylum  boys,  nearly  an  hundred  in  number, 
mostly  from  six  to  ten  years  of  age,  occupy  the  east 
wing  of  the  building.  Their  accommodations  are 
much  better  than  before  the  removal,  and  the  Direc- 
tors beheve  that  faithful  care  and  instruction  are  be- 
stowed on  them.  This  is  an  interesting  department, 
and  deserves  careful  attention.  The  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  as  Trustees  of  certain  funds,  continue  their 
interest  in  the  Asylum  and  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
Teacher  and  of  the  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  In- 
dustry. 

The  ^'Boylston  School  and  House  of  Reforma- 
tion" as  now  organized  form  an  important  part  of 
the  general  establisment,  requiring  much  labor  from 
all  immediately  employed  in  the  management  as  well 
as  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  government. 

Since  the  re-organization  of  the  House  of  Refor- 
mation, no  girls  have  been  committed  by  court,  there 
being  no  suitable  place  for  them.  Part  of  the  Asy- 
lum building  near  the  House  of  Industry  proper,  may 
be  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  and  fitted  up  at 
small  expense.  Doubtless  there  are  many  young  fe- 
males, who,  from  want  of  parental  care  and  educa- 
tion are  in  danger  of  ruin,  that  may  be  benefitted  by 
suitable  discipline  and  management  for  a  few  months 
under  reformatory  restraint,  afterwards  to  be  placed 
in  good  families.  1  he  Inspectors  of  Prisons  recom- 
mended the  measure.  As  such  additional  depart- 
ment would  involve  some  expense,  especially  in  the 
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employment  of  one  or  more  matrons,  the  Directors 
have  not  felt  themselves  authorized  to  prepare  apart- 
ments without  the  instruction  of  the  City  Council. 

Of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Industry  proper, 
a  greater  proportion  are  sick  and  invalids,  and  a  less 
are  capable  of  labor  than  formerly.  All  the  females 
able  to  work  are  fully  employed  in  the  necessary 
house  work,  and  nursing  the  sick  and  children.  The 
ablest  men  work  on  the  farm — others,  who  can  use 
their  hands,  pick  oakum,  braid  hats  or  have  other 
appropriate  services  assigned  them.  For  the  present, 
the  prospect  is  not  good  of  obtaining  much  as  avails 
of  inmates' labor.  Oakum  picking,  which  has  long 
been  a  standing  employment,  is  not  likely  to  afford 
much  profit  in  future.  As  a  considerable  part  of  the 
farm  work  may  this  year  be  done  by  the  larger  boys 
of  the  House  of  Reformation,  it  is  beheved  that  some 
of  the  abler  paupers  may  be  profitably  employed  on 
the  streets  at  South  Boston,  under  the  eye  of  a  com- 
petent hired  man. 

The  Directors  are  happy  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
industry,  energy,  and  humanity  with  which  the  mul- 
tiplied and  perplexing  duties  of  the  Superintendent 
and  his  assistants  have  been  performed.
